Historical Society, 

The Brick Store Company inAn- 
dover North Parish was incor- 
porated in 1828 and the building 
for the company was finished a 
year later. In the course of its 
long career it has served as a 
meeting place for Masons, a 
school, a post office, a bank and 
a general store. Located at the 
corner of Andover and Johnson 
Streets, it serves today as a 
general store, thrift shop, studio 
and store keeper’s apartment, It 
is the oldest surviving commercial 
structure in North Andover. The 
company is owned by the North 
Andover Historical Society. 

During the last decade, the His- 
torical Society’s subsidiary, the 
Center Realty Trust, has pur- 
chased nearly a dozen other pro- 
perties in North Andover. The 
Trust attempts to keep its build- 
ings in use, largely as residences, 
and the buildings continue to pro- 
duce tax revenue for the town of 
North Andover. This novel ap- 
proach to preservation has attract- 
ed much attention from other pre- 
servation groups in the United 
States, some of whom are adopting 


' a similar approach, At the same 


time, the Trust’s local success has 
ensured the preservation of the 
most unique feature of North An- 
dover: the Old Center. It sets 
North Andover apart from almost 
every other town in New England 
and attracts hundreds of visitors 
each year. Many families who have 
moved into NorthAndover recently 
have joined the Historical Society, 
in order to Support the preserva- 
tion of the area where Andover’s 
original settlers lived.

MEMBER: FDIC and Federal Reserve System 
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Report Card Becomes Passe 


This year’s first elementary 
level report cards won’t be cards 
at all -- they will be teacher- 
parent conferences, between now 
and Christmas vacation, arranged 
by appointment. 

Meanwhile a group of teachers 
are seeking to develop a really 
effective ‘reporting instrument”’ 
for elementary schools, anda K-12 
look at the reporting system is 
on the agenda. 

Lest some parents ignore the 
conferences, ‘‘because I know 
Johnny’s not having any trouble, ”’ 
this point should be made clear: 
the first marking period teacher- 
parent conference is not a supple- 
ment to a report card, but a living 
breathing substitute for it! 

Assistant Superintendent V aughn 
I, Clapp, who told the school com- 
mittee of the elementary school 
principals plans for improving 
their reporting systems, Callsthe 
conferences ‘two-way report 
cards”, a means of communica- 
tion between parent and teacher 
focusing on the child’s progress. 

Clapp says the conferences will 
give teachers a chance to hear the 
parents observations on how a 
child’s education is affecting him. 
Sounds as though this is more of 
the new administration’s emphasis 
on hearing from the community. 

Meanwhile, Clapp _ told the 
schoolmen Tuesday night, a group 
of teachers representing eachele- 
mentary school has started in to 
design a report card which will 
replace the traditional A-F grad- 
ing system. 

It is the administration philos- 
ophy that the reporting system 
should reflect the program of the 
school. The administration points 
out that the traditional A-F report 
cards no longer come close to 
reflecting the educational program 
in our schools, and even when they 
did, the grades were often more 
misleading than parents familiar 
with them could even realize. 

The new reporting system under 
development will also replace the 
more detailed report card used 
experimentally last year in all 
grades K-3, and in Bancroft, K-6. 
That experimental reporting sys- 
tem was not entirely satisfactory 
to either teachers or parents. 
Many teachers felt it was a step 
in the right direction, but by no 
means the final reporting instru- 
ment they were after. Others 
just plain didn’t like it. Parents 
seemed to feel they didn’t get the 
real benefit of the much greater 
detail, without a standard of com- 
parison. The teachers designing 
the new report are aiming for a 
common report card, which can 
include additional elements, where 

they are justified, for individual 
schools. 

What different kinds of report 


cards are there? Quite a few. |

There’s the simple formal ‘‘good 
old-fashioned” report card, with 
symbol grades based on academic 
subject matter, deportment, citi- 
zenship and attendance. There’s 
the modified editions of the same, 
in use here recently, with room 
for teacher’s written judgments 
added, 

Analysis of a child’s progress 
in relation to his ability in var- 
ious areas generally presupposes 
a more flexible and detailed re- 
porting instrument than the tradi- 
tional type. This might entail a 
check list of traits and subject 
mattér categories of skills, an 
individual letter to the family, or 
combination including a confer- 
ence with parents at some point 
in the year; for only a conference 
guarantees a feedback of informa- 
tion and reaction. 

Then of course there’s the ulti- 
mate in reporting pupil progress - 
a conference that includes not 
only the parent and the teacher, 
but the CHILD! 

Relax, everybody, before that 
takes place, Clapp assures us, a 
lot of learning has to take place 
on the part of the parents, the 
students and the school system! 

Assistant Superintendent Clapp 
told the TOWNSMAN his two under- 
lying principles; first, that schools 
ought to be reporting what it is they 
are doing, so our schools are now 
after the best instrument to do that, 

Second, when a system is con- 
stantly trying to improve its edu- 
cational program, as in Andover, 
then that school system will be 
constantly reviewing its means 
of evaluating and reporting it, 
so that the reporting system will 
continue to reflect the schools’ 
educational program. 

In other words, no matter how 
good a reporting system they have 
installed next marking period, the 
elementary principals and 
teachers are not going to cast 
it in bronze and use it forever.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 
Mr. Wood’s optimism (in last 
week’s Townsman) concerning the 
President’s efforts to end the Viet- 
nam War is not shared by most 
Americans who havestudied Mr, 
Nixon’s record on Vietnam, 

President Nixon’s Vietnam 

policy remains essentially 
unchanged since 1954, when as 
Vice-President, he advocated 
. Massive unilateral United States’ 
_ intervention in Vietnam. His over- 
riding assumption now, as then, is 
_ not Vietnamese self-determina- 
tion, but the American right .to 
control South Vietnam’s political 
system at all costs. A careful 
reading of his November 3rd 
speech shows that only token 
American troops will be with- 
drawn, until the NLF and Hanoi 
accept political- military defeat; 
he even threatens re-escalation if 
the acceptance is not forthcoming, 
Under these conditions, Paris ne- 
gotiations and talk of peace are 
meaningless hoaxes. 

President Nixon’s sworn enemy 
in Vietnam since 1954 has been 
the Vietnamese majority! He is 
as unable today as then to recog- 
nize the historical fact that com- 
munism is the main and legiti- 
mate vehicle of the modern Viet- 
namese struggle for independence 
and nationalism; it will no more 
be repressed by outside military 
force than wouldA merican democ- 
racy! Tothe overwhelming number 
of Vietnamese south and north, 
the traditional enemy is the 
colonial power; for a thousand 
years and more it was the Chinese; 
from 1885-1954 it was the French; 
since then it has not been the 
Vietcong with its guerrilla war- 
fare, nor Hanoi, but the American 
puppet government in Saigon and 
the American colonial military 
machine. In terms of destruction, 
war crimes, murder, and tyranny, 
Saigon and the United States win 
the day. 

President Nixon’s unc hanged ac- 
cusation of Hanoi as the aggressor 
is as untenable as ever. By all 
criteria - technical, historical, 
practical, and moral - the United 
States is the foreign aggressor in 
Vietnam. Long before Hanoicom-

mitted itself to substantial support 
of its fellow Vietnamese citizens 
in the south, the United States had 
forcibly prevented free elections 
and unification, underwritten Diem 
and subsequent military dictators, 
established military bases, trained 
puppet troops, and introduced mas- 
sive numbers of forces and 
weapons into South Vietnam, thus 
engaging itself in a de facto war 
with the NLF (all contrary to the 
Geneva Accords, the U.N. Charter, 
the U.S. Constitution, and, ironi- 
cally, even American-created 
SEATO !) 


President Nixon’s rigid indif- 
ference to, and scorn of, the demo- 
cratic opposition to the United 
States Vietnam War displays his 
isolation from the American people 
and his misguided interpretation of 
the realities of the 20th century 
revolutionary world. Surrounded 
by many equally isolated advisors 
and associates, he seems just as 
unable to understand the priorities 
of the American society (or of the 
Vietnamese) as Louis XVI wasun- 
able to understand French needs - 
or George III the needs of the 
American colonists, for that mat- 
ter! American citizens who are 
insisting on an immediate end to 
the Vietnam War are not demon- 
strating against America, but 
against specific and essentially 
imperialist and violent govern- 
ment policies, which are destroy- 
ing American and Vietnamese lives 
needlessly andAmerica’s best tra- 
ditions of fineness and freedom. 

Lingering hope in the Nixon Ad- 
ministration’s ability to listen and 
change was almost shattered by 
the November 3rd speech, and by 
the obvious Congressional impo- 
tence to act independently and more 
wisely. Fromnow on, responsibil- 
ity for change rests with the 
American people, and‘ there are 
only two choices left: acquiesce 
to the Government’s war policy 
or Oppose it and demand justice. 
‘*Give peace a chance!”’

Historic Commission 


The thought has been proposed to the selectmen that an 
article be presented to the annual town meeting in March 
for the creation of a Historical Commission for Andover. 

We think the idea is sound and worthy of consideration. 

In a letter to the selectmen, Stanley Saba, has proposed 
that such a commission be created, particularly in view of 
the observance within a few short years — 1976 — of the 
200th anniversary of our nation. 

More than just the noting of the anniversary of the 
founding of the United States of America, there should be 
a sincere interest in preserving the history of Andover. 

In the years ahead many of Andover’s historic land- 
marks may disappear, through new development, through 
changing of the landscape, either by necessity, or due to 
new business. 

Even if just a picture of something historic were to be- 
come a part of the Andover Historical Society records, 
then in the years ahead, those to whom Andover will be 
left can reflect on what Andover was, and how it pro- 
gressed to its rich American heritage. 

The commission is not designed to overlook the An- 
dover Historical Society which continues to do a magnifi-

The Report Card 


A report in this week’s issue of the TOWNSMAN deals 
with the recording of a new system of reporting a child’s 
progress in school, 

Rather than carrying home that dreaded piece of card- 
board with varied marks running the gamut of A for ex- 
cellence to F for failure, the child now receives no card, 
but the parents are asked to come in for a teacher-parent 
conference. ' 


It may take some time for evaluation of the system. 


What it does essentially, is remove the stigma which 
could befall the child who gives every effort to attain high 
grades, yet due to lack of talent, cannot achieve the pla- 
teau, more readily gained by other pupils in his class. 

Through the teacher-parent conference method, the edu- 
cator can explain to the parent that the child is making 
every effort, he is attentive, but achievement fails to fall 
within the scope of his ability, 

This is a more accurate picture of the pupil’s progress. 

A simple mark, denoting failure, or excellence, does not 
properly portray the pupil progress, and most particularly, 
the effort he is making to keep up with his class. 


Adjustments can be made, the parents informed and es- 
sentially, the pupil and the parent become immediately 
aware of any problems, as well as realizing the 
youngster’s ability. 

As modern education progresses, so do methods. 

This latest move, a most diverse revision of school 
making, could be beneficial following a very careful ex- 
amination of its effects.

posal. She said the high pay in- 
creases the AEA proposed for each 
step of the bachelor’s pay scale, 
combined with the proposal to put 
teachers on the scale’s maximum 
pay in 10 years instead of 12, 
would mean a pay increase of 
$3100 for many teachers next Sep- 
tember. 

The school committee counter- 
proposal adds a $200 increase at 
every step of the present 12-step 
bachelor scale and sets up a néw 
pay scale for ‘‘Bachelors De- 
gree plus 30 hours in-service.” 
There is also anew ‘*Master’s plus 
30 hours in-service” scale. Mrs. 
Cole said it would give bachelor’s 
degree teachers ‘‘a place to go”’ 
from the bachelor’s pay scale 
even if they are not enrolled for 
a master’s degree. The new mas- 
ter’s plus scale would have the 
same effect. 

Mrs. Enman rejected the School 
Committee counterproposal and 
questioned its good faith. She and 
Regan said the bachelor’s pay 
scale was ‘‘punitive,’’ especially 


its maximum, and was not likely ~ 


to retain first-rate teachers more 
than a year or so. 

Mrs. Cole countered by pointing 
out that it was not pay alone that 
drew teachers, but working condi- 
tions. And on dollars, she point- 
ed out that only 24 of the 450

The Board of Health of the Town 
of ‘Andover, acting under the 
authority of Sections 31 and 143 of 
Chapter 111 of the General Laws

CHAPTER IV - HORSE 
STABLING REGULATIONS 

Section 1. No person shall keep 
within the limits of the Town of 
Andover on land containing less 
than 2 acres or in any enclosure 
or building thereon situated, any 
horse without a permit from the 
Board of Health, 

Section 2, All persons shall be 
limited to a maximum of three 
horses in areas up to four acres. 
In all areas exceeding four acres, 
additional horses may be kept by 
application to the Board of Health, 

Section 3, No personshallerect, 
occupy, or use for a stable, any 
building in the Town of Andover 
unless such use is approved bythe 
Board of Health, Each stable shall 
contain a minimum of 100 square 
feet for the first animal, and at 
least 60 additional square feet for 
each additional animal, 

Section 4, Any person who pro- 
poses to remodel a building or a 
portion thereof which is being used 
as a stable, or who proposes to 
renovate any existing stable, or 
who proposes to construct a new 
building which is to be used in 
whole or in part as a stable shall, 
prior to such remodeling, renovat= 
ing or constructing, submit plans 
in duplicate to the Board of Health 
for approval, Such construction 
must begin within 90 days of the 
issuance of a permit or the permit 
will be null and void.

a. Each stable shall be furnished 
with an adequate and safe water 
supply, both for feeding and clean

ing purposes, 

b, Urine and wash water shall 
be discharged only into dry wells, 
Such dry wells shall be located 
and constructed in a manner 
acceptable to the Board of Health, 

c. Bedding shall consist of straw, 
hay, or like substances but shall 
not contain in whole or in part any 
wooi waste, 

d, All manure must be removed 
from the stalls and corrals atleast 
once each day, 

e. Manure shall be stored in 
closed containers or in a pit below 
ground, If manure is stored in a 
pit below ground, it shall be 
covered with a plastic mesh tarp 
or equivalent, or a minimum of 
two inches of dry material, such 
as loose dirt, to keep down fly 
breeding populations, 

f, Location of manure pits must 
be approved by the Board of Health, 

g. In fly breeding seasons, 
manure storage shall be periodi- 
cally treated with chemicals for 
fly control, Any chemical approved 
by the Department of Agriculture 
shall suffice, 

h, Floors shall consist of any 
material acceptable to the Board 
of Health, providing it is con- 
structed in such a manner as to 
drain into a catch basin, and so 
that each stall shall have a 
separate catch basin connected to 
a dry well, 

i, For ventilation purposes, each 
stable shall have an effective 
screened window area of at least 
10% of the total floor area, 

j. Each stable shall be located 
on land with good drainage and 
not susceptible to flooding, 

k, Each stable shall be at least 
50 feet from any swamp, stream, 
or pond and at least a minimum 
of 100 feet from any occupied 
abutting dwelling, and at least 25 
ft. from any street or public high- 
way, 

Section 6, A permit shall cost 
$5.00 and shall be renewable each 
January 1, 

Section 7, A permit may. be 
revoked or temporarily suspended 
by the Board of Health upon viola- 
tion by the holder of any of the 
provisions of these regulations. 

Section 8, A permit to stable or 
use horses on property is not 
transferable, 

Section 9, Any person who 
violates any provision of this 
Article shall be fined not less than 
$25 nor more than $100,

Release Tine For Children | 


Work Days For Teachers 


The School Committee Tuesday 
night heard and approved plans for 
10 half-days of released time(Cur- 
riculum Days) for teachers for 
the remainder of this year. 

‘ All will be devoted to one pur- 
pose -- the establishment of a 
kindergarten through 12th grade 
curriculum in each field of study 
by the end of this year. 

’ Toward this end, the elementary, 
junior and senior high teachers 
will stir themselves up and divide 
up instead according to field of 
study -- math or social sciences, 
ete. Each group will spend the 
10 released-time half-days devel-_ 
oping a step-by-step course of 
study in their field which will 
move in a deliberate way from the 
earliest grade levels through sen- 
ior high school. 

Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert called it ‘‘the first step 
toward a fluid flexible educational 
structure for Andover” ...and said 
that all too long staff members 
have participated in work in pro- 
grams at their own grade level, 
without knowing what comes be- 
fore and after.’’ 

School committee members, 
unanimously passed William A, 
Doherty’s motion to approve the 
released time to achieve “‘objec- 
tives, concepts skills units and 
long range ideas’? in each in- 
structional area. 

A coordination committee of 
teachers and administrators will 
steer the activities and keep both 
the school department and school 
committee informed of progress. 

Tuesday, Dec. 9, will be their 
first system-wide release time 
half-day (Circle the date, 
mothers!) Dr. Seifert plans a 
discussion with the entire staff on 
the objectives and framework for 
the year’s released-time activity. 

Seifert says the 10 half-day ses- 
sions will allow the staff to get 
to the problem of articulating the 
curriculum, Articulation means 
staff agreement on the material 
to be covered, then arranging it in 
sequential steps, so that the in- 
struction programs of different 
schools at the same level are 
coordinated together and there is 
articulation from one level to 


another; this assures . that ~ stu- 


dents can pass from one level 
to the next without gaposis (miss- 
ing an important step) or dupli- 
cation (repeating a step already 
mastered) in an individual stu- 
dent’s program. 

Seifert warned that establish- 
ment of a sequential curriculum 
program, one point of the work 
program he set out for himself 


this year, will not mean that An- ' 


dover will have an ungraded set- 
up by the end of this year - that 
will take more time, money and 
effort than is available now, he 
told the TOWNSMAN, 

Other benefits which the super- 
intendent expects to come from the 
sessions devoted to K-12 curricu- 
lum are related to changes in 
teaching materials and to new 
teachers. Seifert expects that the 
sessions will help all teachers be- 
come acquainted with new teaching 
materials which some are find- 
ing very useful; another benefit 
will be picking up ideas from the 
new teachers in the system, and 
giving these new teachers an op- 
portunity to become acquainted 
with the overall approach of the 
Andover system. 


Curriculum Days are not new to 
Andover. Such periodic half-holi- 
days for students are planned to 
give teachers released time to 
meet together, usually within their 
school level, to mend or extend the 
fabric of the educational program. 
Double sessions temporarily sus- 
pended this inservice program at
